“When  you’re  in  the  thick  of 
battle  you  holler  and  scream,  at 
the  top  of  your  voice,  and  you 
find  it  gives  you  strength. 

“Then  you  start  trying  to  play 
‘Halls  of  Montezuma’  with  bursts 
of  your  machine  gun.  You  hear 
other  guns  take  up  the  rhythm 
up  and  down  the  line. 

‘“You  know  you’re  not  alone 
then,  and  that  other  Marines  are 
with  you.  You  steady  down,  and 
the  fight  goes  on.” 

That’s  a  sidelight  on  the  Guad¬ 
alcanal  fighting  narrated  in  San 
Francisco  yesterday  by  Platoon 
Sergeant  John  G.  Ruth,  30,  USMC, 
originally  from  Philadelphia 
where  his  mother,  Mrs.  Mary 
Ruth  lives  at  4809  Trinity  Place. 

He  is  now  recovering  at  a  naval 


hospital.  His  wife,  the  former 
Phyllis  Lane  of  Detroit  is  living 
at  126  Greenfield  Avenue,  Vallejo, 
with  their  daughter,  Johanna,  7 
months  old.
